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AROUND THE STUDIOS. 



Elgar Cameron, a Scotch artist now in 
Chicago, has recently completed several 
portraits of Richard Mansfield in the 
characters of Shylock, Baron Chevrial, 
and Ivan in "Ivan the Terrible.'' 



Walter Cole Brigham is working 
along most unusual lines in his "marine 
mosaics," which though differing abso- 
lutely from what is usually under- 
stood as stained glass yet come under 
that general heading as regards prac- 
tical adaptability. Mr. Brigham has a 
charming studio, well liofhted and spa- 
cious in his home at Shelter Island 
Heights. The "marine mosaics'" are 
made of sea shells, pebbles, in all 
colors and tints, as well as col- 
ored glass. These materials are 
all mounted on a sheet of plain plate 
glass, and embedded in a cement 
which is Mr. Bris:ham's own discov- 
ery, and which enables him to place 
the most delicate shell or thick pebble 
in. juxtaposition, while the colored 
glass is inserted in tiny chips, or large 
rough lumps, according to the effect 
desired, instead of in flat pieces leaded 
together as in the ordinary stained 
glass. As to its durability, though a 
new discovery, some experimental 
bits have been in the artist's posses- 
sion for eighteen years, without show- 
ing the least tendency to separate. 

By the employment of these simple 
materials, wonderfully beautiful ef- 
fects are secured, the light Altering 
through delicate shells, imparting a 
radiance which, as Mr. Brigham him- 
self says, if an artist could- reproduce 
by means of paints, would win im- 
mortal fame. 

His first order for this new work 
came from the actor, William Gil- 
lette, and was for a series of windows 
for the companion way of his house- 
boat. In each of these a different fish 
was represented swimming in his na- 
tive element, and the water of vari-col- 
ored and sized bits of glass has a charm- 
ingly rippling bright effect. An- 
other series of windows for Mr. F. M. 
Smith's fast yacht "Hauoli'' are fruit 
and flower subjects, where, for in- 
stance, each petal of a pink hydrangea 
is formed of a tiny pink shell. 

These "marine mosaics" are finely 
used in large windows for churches. 
St. Mary's, on Shelter Island, has one 
of these, and two more ordered are 
now in the studio. One is a cross, 
from which light sems to radiate, the 
effect being due solely to the arrange- 
ment of the brilliant shells and pebbles 
of which it is composed. 

Mr. Brigham does not allow this work- 
to interfere with his painting, for it 
was as a painter that he first won 
recognition. A native of Baltimore, 
he studied with Andre Castaigne 
of that city, later at the Art Stu- 
dents' League here, and then in 
Florence. He exhibited at the Archi- 
tectural League, the Academy of this 
city and of Philadelphia, where one of 
his pictures was awarded a silver med- 
al several years ago, and has sent a 
snow scene, painted on Shelter Island, 
to the exhibition shortly to open the

ART NOTES FROM PARIS. 



Dr. Amelung has presented a me- 
moire to the Academic des Inscrip- 
tions, stating that in his opinion the 
sculptor of the Apollo Belvedere, and 
Artemis with a Stag was not, as hith- 
erto supposed, Leochares, but Eu- 
phranor of Corinth, who lived in the 
fourth century, B. C. M. Salomon 
Reinach apparently regards the new^ 
theorv with favor. 



The Russian savant, Dr. Rostovtzeff, 
has completed a study of the 
tesserae in bone and ivory found by 
M. Clermont-Ganneau in Crete and 
Cyrene, believed to be of the time of 
Nero, and now on exhibition at the 
Louvre. He does not accept the theory 
that they were used as tickets for ad- 
mission to places of entertainment or 
baths, but thinks they were pieces 
used in some game, even believing that 
he can reconstruct this game, which 
probably originated in Alexandria. 



A group of excellent views of Brit- 
tanj^ by Mme. Yvanhoe Rambosson, is 
now on view at the Artistes Modernes. 
This artist paints v/ith firmness and 
fine sense of color, and her landscapes 
and figures are in perfect harmony. 
One of the works shown has been pur- 
chased by the State. It is called "Can- 
dor," and represents a young, blonde- 
haired Breton girl, well drawn, and 
showing the excellent technic of the 
artist. Mme. Rambosson is also a tal- 
ented sculptor, and shows some charm- 
ing figurines of fisher and village 
women. 



The Paris Chrom'^'tie des Arts an- 
nounces that one of the burning ques- 
tions to be brought up at the coming 
archaeological congress in Athens will 
be the ''restoration" of the Parthenon. 
Certain advocates of the project declare 
that enough is known of the details of 
the building to make perfect restoration 
possible. The Chronique points out the 
a1)surdity of this crime against art, and 
declares that at any cost the famous 
monument must be saved from its pre- 
tended friends. A protest has been pre- 
pared and largely signed. 



Franc Lamy recently finished two pic- 
tures, one a view of the Piazza della Sig- 
ncria, Florence, the other the Ponte 
V'ecchio, of the same city. For the first 
painting, the artist has chosen the hour 
when the setting sun gilds the tower of 
the Bargello, while the square itself, ani- 
mated by a few figures, is in shadow. 
The Ponte Vecchio is painted on a gray 
day, with wonderful fidelity to the 
strange coloring of the bridge, its yellows 
and grays. The latter picture, together 
with a view of Amsterdam on a misty 
day, will probably be seen at this year's 
salon. 

Henri Cain will doubtless be repre- 
sented there by a painting portraying 
St. George slaying the dragon. 

Ridgewa^^ Knight has sent two vine- 
yard scenes, which those who have seen 
them pronounce excellent. Another 
American, the Marnuise Cecilia de 
Wentworth, contributes a portrait of 
Mile. Renee Dubois. 



Exhibitions of fine arts are now in 
progress at Cannes and at Angers. The 
fifteenth exposition of the "Societe Na- 
tionale des Beaux Arts" opens in Paris 
April 15, the exhibition of the marine 
painters opened last Wednsday, and that 
of the "Societe des Peintres de Mon- 
tague" closed last Sunday.

Presi- 
dent Dielman says that the Academy 
draws the line on all pictorial matter 
ranging from painted circus scenes to a 
huge red bull with blue and red back- 
ground, corsets moulded on ideal figures, 
and colossal portraits of advertisers.

"With attention to these matters, a 
fence, even though used for advertising 
purposes, may be unobjectionable and 
may be made even decorative. It would 
be well if the present crusade against 
abuses of advertisinp* in public places 
should be insistently directed against 
the h.orrors perpetra^ted on the city 
fences.'' 



An annoying instance of the vagaries 
of typesetting, and the carelessness of 
proofreaders was afforded in our issue 
of last week, in which the admirable pic- 
ture by Professor Johann Zugel of Mu- 
nich, "Hard Labor," was attributed on 
the cut to Professor T. H. Kisel.

PHILADELPHIA ART NEWS. 



Jules Rolshaven, who has been liv- 
ing abroad for a number of years, is 
at present painting some portraits in 
Philadelphia. 



Mr. and Mrs. J. Francis Murphy have 
been holding an exhibition of recently 
painted landscapes at the Katz Gallery. 
The little display has been found most 
attractive by many art lovers. -Jt is too 
late a -day to attempt to "describe Mr. 
Murphy's always charming and thor- 
oughly able landscape work, for he 
stands in the front" rank of American 
landscapists, and the present canvases 
have his well-known characteristics of 
tender sentiment,, delightful tonality, and 
exquisite delicate color.

This 
club owns many pictures by the art- 
ists named and also has a gallery of 
paintings. It owns a unique colliection 
of Sadler nroof etchinsfs, said to be 
one of the finest of its kind in the 
country. 



At the close .of the one hundredth an- 
niversary exhibition of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts, the manage- 
ment announced that the actual counted 
attendance for the forty-one days that 
this exhibition was open to the public 
was 61,074. On three days of the week 
admission was free, on the remaining 
days a fee of twenty-five cents was 
charged. The attendance for last year's 
exhibition was 52,997. The sales also 
show an increase of about 50%, proving 
that American collectors are iDccoming 
more interested in the work of native 
firtists. The total number of sales of 
both paintings and sculpture was fifty- 
seven, and the aggregate amount received 
$16,774. 



John W. Little will sail from Phila- 
delphia on April 15 to spend the sum- 
mer painting in England. Mr. Little 
has just sold his picture called "Win- 
ter," in the' present Art Qub show. 



The only new exhibition of the week 
is that of fifty water-colors by F. F. 
•English, chiefly landscapes done in Hol- 
land and Cornwall, England, with some 
few little studies of Pennsylvania and 
Delaware. They are being shown at the 
Philadelphia Sketch Club in its quaint lit- 
tle rooms at 235 South Camac Street, 

A collection of rare and valuable paint- 
ings, belonging to Mr. Edward Bran- 
dus, is being sold at the art galleries of 
Davis & Harvey, Philadelphia, on Fri- 
aay and Saturday, April 14 and 15. There 
are modern paintings by Rosa Bonheur, 
Bouguereau, Cazin, Corot, Daubigny, 
Depy, Detti, Diaz, Dupre, Gerome, Hen- 
ner, Jacque, Kratke, Madrazo, Meisson- 
ier, Aime, Rousseau, Roybet, Schreyer, 
Thaulow, Van Marcke, Ziem and also 
some remarkable portraits of court ladies 
by the great masters of the early Eng- 
lish, French and Dutch schools. 



One of the best known private col- 
lections of pictures in Baltimore is that 
of Dr. George Reuling, the oculist. 
Many of them came from a great 
uncle, the Privy Councillor von Abegg, 
on whom they had been bestowed by 
the King of Saxony in recompense for 
services during the Napoleonic wars. 
Dr. Reuling has added also some val- 
uable pictures of both the old and 
modern masters, so his large house is 
filled with interesting art objects, old 
furniture, brasses, statues and bric-a- 
brac. Dr. Reuling has over a hundred 
and fifty pictures covering fo-ur cen- 
turies and many schools of art, pur- 
chased in London, Holland, Germany 
and Italy from some of the best collec- 
tions in the world, as well as from pri- 
vate sources. 



Many buyers from the libraries of 
New York and other neighboring cities 
were attracted to this city by the sale at 
auction of the law library of Chief Jus- 
tice Mitchell of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, and the library of Byerly 
H'art of this city. The collection included 
some very rare old books and legal pe- 
riodicals in black letter and Norman 
French. More than $5,000 was reaUzed 
from the sale, some of the books bring- 
ing fancy prices. 



Those interested in furniture have at- 
tended an exhibition at the Pennsylvania 
Museum of Industrial Art, which closes 
to-day. 



EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



The exhibition of Ten Am^ican 
Painters at the Montross Gallery.' No. 
384 Fifth Avenue, is continued tl^rough 
to-day, instead of closing on Thursday, 
as was originally intended. So rpjch in- 
terest has been. shown in this d^play of 
clever work that'it was necessar^ to post- 
pone the closing date. In anotfier room 
of the same gallery Childe "Jlassam's 
"Lorelei," which won the ClarJ^ prize at 
the last Academy, may be seen for a 
short time. This picture is c^ne of the 
latest additions to the Montrpss series 
of reproductions, and compagson with 
the original shows how satisf|tptory the 
reproduction is. Of course ifp process 
could supply the beautifurGQloring of 
this Capri Lorelei, the rocks a^d sea of 
that wonderful locality, but iif the ab- 
sence of color it is very pleasing. J. Al- 
den Weir's "Rose Pink Bodice,'' and 
Horatio Walker's spirited "The Wood 
Cutters," are also on view. 

A valuable and historically interesting 
collection of 134 ancient oil paintings of 
the 14th, 15th and i6th centuries will 
be placed on exhibition at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Auction Rooms, No. 238 Fifth Ave- 
nue, on Monday, and will be sold there 
at auction by Mr. William B. Norman 
during the later afternoons of the week. 
The history of these pictures, whose sub- 
jects are all religious, and which are at- 
tributed to Rubens, Carlo Dolci, Mu- 
rillo, Vitelli, and other old masters, is 
a curious one. They were taken as col- 
lateral for a debt from a customer in 
Peru, by an old Brooklyn merchant, over 
forty years ago, and were brought here 
and placed in storage in Brooklyn, where 
they have remained until now. The 
death of the merchant, and the settlement 
of his estate brings the pictures, together 
with a half life size and magnificently 
carved ivory crucifix, attributed to Michel 
Angelo, into the hands of a nephew, a 
Mr. Murphy, who now offers them at 
public sale, as well as some hundred 
pieces of ancient Peruvian pottery. The 
pictures are wonderfully well preserved, 
and some are exceptionally good in 
quality, especially "The Entombment," 
attributed to Carlo Dolci, and the "Im- 
maculate Conception," attributed to Mu- 
rillo. Their exhibition and sale during 
Holy Week, when their subjects are con- 
sidered, is especially appropriate, and 
the pictures and crucifix should partic- 
ularly interest Catholic and Episcopal 
churches and people. Some $15,000 
w^as refused for the crucifix, when shown 
at the Philadelphia Exposition. 



At the McClees Galleries, 141 1 Wal- 
nut Street, are four excedingly fine pic- 
tures, well worth seeing, which Mr. Mc- 
Clees bought at the Oehme sale in this 
city. A magnificent example of Ferdi- 
nand Roybet, called "The Cavalier," is 
beautiful in color and simplicity; a fine 
Ziem, "The Grand Canal of Venice;" a 
Fritz Thaulow, "The Old Bridge at 
Audenarde," and a charming Gainsbor- 
ouofh.

There were sold on Thursday and last 
evenings, after an exhibition' of some 
days at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, 
and under the management of Mr. Wil- 
liam Clausen, 131 oils and 17 water- 
colors, by the late Peter Edward Ru- 
dell, with three sketches by H. Fort, 
Diaz and Troyon, respectively, owned 
by the artist. Rudell, who was by birth 
a Canadian of mixed German and Ca- 
nadian English parentage, had the all- 
too-common life story of a youth of 
hardship and of struggle to carry out his 
artistic tastes, and the success which had 
only begun to be success, of later years, 
when all too young, death claimed him. 
He was a pupil of William Hart, and 
later of the great Wyant, and by a for- 
tunate chance at one period of his life, 
was enabled to study abroad, where he 
was- chiefly influenced by the Barbizon 
masters. He died at Plainfield, N. J., 
only in 1899. The prices obtained at 
the sale were far too low for the un- 
usually good pictures shown. The ex- 
hibition proved, to the surprise of many 
art lovers, the remarkable versatility of 
the painter. While the influence of 
Wyant is most observable in his work, 
there are suggestions in some of his can- 
■'-ases of Diaz, Daubigny, and even of 
Cazin. His landscapes abound in senti- 
ment, delicate, or deep and rich color, 
and good tonal quality. Were his name 
one of more repute they would have .sold 
for ten times the amount they brought. 

$22,26-^.^0 was realized at the three 
ciays' sale of the Fujita collection of 
jades, porcelains, enamels, bronzes and 
textiles, concluded last Saturdav by Mr. 
Thomas E. Kirby, at the American Art 
Galleries. 

Last Saturday a three days' sale of 
Japanese armor, prints, curios, etc., was 
concluded by Mr. James P. Silo at the 
hifth Avenue Art Galleries. A total of 
$3,220.60 was obtained. 

A fine collection of engravings after 
the works of Sir Thomas Lawrence was 
sold on March 28 in London. The prints 
were the property of the Bishop of 
Truro, and many of them were given to 
the late owner's father by the artist. 
The total sum realized was $13,195.

NEW ORLEAINS ART NOTES. 



For the second time, the artists of New 
Orleans, says the New Orleans "Town 
Talk," . . through their Art Association 
have given an exhibition of their best 
work to the outside world. In the year 
that has passed since their last exhibit, 
the association has grown and its work 
bettered, iuntil it is a worthy representa- 
tivej of -the artistic instincts of the 
Latin capital on the American con- 
tinent. 

It must not.be forgotten that the true 
art of New ^Orleans is concentrated about 
time— the Carnival — and that the Car- 
nival-pageants form the truest and are 
the most widely received and venerated 
expression of the artistic nature of New 
Orleaias. . In tlieir medium — papier mache 
— they are; unsurpassable and unequalled 
anywhere in the world. The artists who 
design and construct these floats hold a 
unique pdsitioii. 

Amojig. the.; exhibits there are many 
pictures;. by. :artisti5 of other cities and of 
world-wide fame; yet it is pleasant to 
see that local artists receive the highest 
honorsand are well able to sustain their 
premiefsliip. Amonp" the works of IjOw- 
ell Orson,; Edward Redfield, Harry Fenn, 
and others of more or less . international 
repute, the works of Mayfield, the Wood- 
wards and many of the minor artists of 
New Orleans more than hold their own. 

There is one striking characteristic of 
the work of these local artists that marks 
it as of a school separate and distinct, 
worthy of the name and class of the New^ 
Orleans school. It is a certain vivid bril- 
liance, a striking and at times almost 
barbaric brightness of color that places 
all or nearlv all the works of local artists 
in decided contrast to the rather vague 
and misty atmosphere of the foreign 
painters. 

By William Woodward it was that the 
artistic value of New Orleans scenery 
flrst came to be fully appreciated by the 
world at large. In this present collec- 
tion, he has a view of the French Opera 
House, a view up Chartres Street from 
Lafitte's old shop, taking in a distant 
suggestion of the Cathedral; .and a pastel 
of an antique dealer, all with the rich col- 
oring and soft tone-blenders of the Vieux 
Z^arre brought out to perfection. B. A 
Wikstrom indulges in foreign views, all 
characterized by more or less of a wide 
sv^eeping treatment, with the same vivi^i 
coloring. R. B. Mayfield has one or two 
good pieces. Other local artists whose 
work deserves hip^h praise are W. H. 
Leavitt, Julia M. Massie — whose "De- 
serted Cabin" has a strange feeling of 
utter desolation that is effective; Betty 
McArthur, of Jackson, Miss., whose ne- 
gro studies are exceedingly good ; Clar . 
Weaver Parrish, of Alabama; Marie M. 
Seebold, of New Orleans; Catherine 
Huger; John Pemberton, with quaintly 
treated negro studies; Gertrude Smith, 
whose impressionistic work is eifective 
at a distance, presenting views of the 
marshes in various phases that bring out 
the marvelous wealth of color of those 
desolate expanses; and Patrick West- 
feldt, whose woods and landscape scenes 
are rather /aguely and generally treated. 
Mayfield's *'Opal Evening/' rimong the 
water-colors, a view up alon*^ the levee 
from the bend at Jackson Square, is an- 
other excellent treatment of what might 
be thought an unartistic subject. 

In the Hotel Bruno there has been an 
exhibit composed of the work of artists, 
original illustrations of stories which the 
magazines have presented within the past 
two years. Remington, Christy, Hut^, 
Gibson — ^all the big men are there; and 
occupying a not inconsiderable position 
are the works of local newspaper artists, 
Wikstrom, Mayfield, Pemberton, Wood- 
ward and others.

snatches artistic corners from the French 
Opera House, from an arch of the Cabil- 
do, from little bits and <-.nds down the 
Vieux Carre, and makes of tbem things 
of beauty and joys forever.

Of the other illustrators too much is 
known to need comment. Howard Pyle's 
illustrations of the Civil War stories In 
"Scribners," Christy's originals, a large 
number of Remington's pastels, and 
original works of the comic ar- ists of the 
'World," "Journal" and the New York 
syndicates. 



OBITUARY NOTES. 



The death of Francois Willeme, the in- 
ventor of photo-sculpture, was recently 
announced in the French newspapers. 



M. Thomas' death last month created 
a third vacancy in the Academy 
des. Pieaux Arts, to which he was 
elected on December 29, 1875, to suc- 
ceed Barye. The other two vacancies 
are those of Barrias and Guillaume. 
There are already several candidates 
for these coveted chairs, but it is 
thought certain that M. Rodiri will be 
elected to one, and probably Denys 
Puech to another. The latter came 
very near winning at a recent election, 
since when he has executed busts of 
all the Academicians not already thus 
immortalized, as well as small medal- 
ions of their wives, and children. 



Another well-known sculptor, Vic- 
torien Antoine, a pupil of Dumont and 
Thomas, and a frequent exhibitor at 
the salon, recently died at Bollene at 
the age of 52. M. Paul Charles Gal- 
brunner, a sculptor and engraver, re-, 
cently died in this city at the age of 
82. He was a native of Paris,:but his 
parents w^ere Germans. 

The death of a Swedish landscape 
artist, Gustave Albert Andei'son, at 
the age of only 38, has been reported. 
He exhibited at the new salon last 
year. 



Rudolf Alt, the distinguished Vien- 
nese water-color painter, recently died 
in his 93d year. Although Honorary 
President of the Viennese secessionists, 
his work naturally was in marked con- 
trast to that of the society. 



"La Presse" recently called atten- 
tion to the longevity of sculptors. Eu- 
gene Guillaume died at the age of 83, 
Jules Thomas was 81, and M. Bartholdi 
71 at the time of their deaths. 



John Dabour, a portrait painter, died 
recently at his home in New York. He 
was sixty-eight years old. Mr. Da- 
bour was born in Smyrna and studied in 
Paris. At the age of thirty-eight he came 
to this country and settled in Baltimore, 
where he painted portraits of many 
statesmen and society women. Among 
his best-known works are portraits of 
Grant and Sherman.

WITH THE DEALERS. 



The exhibition of seventeen landscapes 
by Paul Cornoyer at the Powell Art Gal- 
lery, No. 983 Sixth Avenue, closes to- 
day. It has proved very successful, both 
as regards the sale of pictures and the 
number of visitors it has attracted. The 
artist shows that even our supposedly 
prosaic city localities may be made in- 
teresting and artistic. This is espe- 
cially noticeable in "Morning, Twenty- 
third Street," where the elevated sta- 
tion itself strikes no discordant note. 
"Winter Morning, Chelsea Square," is 
an interesting picture of this attractive 
old neighborhood. There are views of 
Cos Cob, and the Connecticut country, 
a? well as these city scenes. 

In addition to these paintings, Mr. 
Powell has on view a number of pieces 
of the beautiful B rower pottery, includ- 
ing the St. Louis exhibit. It may not be 
generally known that the inventor of 
this process which produces such excel- 
lent results is T. A. Brower, formerly 
known as a painter, chiefly of religious 
subjects.
